JOY AND SUSPENSE AT ST. JOE. 


Intense excitement was caused throughout 
Chicago yesterday by the report that the dis. 
mantied hulk of the steamer Chicora had 
been sighted in the floating ice off South Chi- 
cago and that some of its crew had been seen 
signaling for help. The news spread in a thou- 
sand ways and within an hour the Sunday 
quiet of the city was turned to more than the 
usual week-day activity. Word that two tugs 
had been sent to the rescue quickly followed 
the first announcement and every means of 
communication with the centers of informa- 
tron was kept busy until after nightfall. Yet 
at 7 o'clock, when the tugs tied up at their 
docks on their return trip, the affair was still 
a mystery. 

Lake men seemed to be confident that an 


“error was made and that a patch of discolored 


ice was mistaken for the hull of the missing 
boat. On the other hand many men are posi- 
tive in their conviction that what they watched 
for hours until it gradually drifted away to- 
ward the Indiana shore was in reality the ice- 
covered hull of the Chicora, and that the 
moving specks upon it were the figures of the 
seamen who have been part of the mystery of 
Lake Michigan since they left Milwaukee in 
the early morning of Jan. 21. 

The conditions were unfavorable for a thor- 
ough search. In the first place the heavy ico 
covering the lake made the progress of the 
powerful tugs slow and uncertain. Again, be- 
fore the rescue boats had reached South Chi- 
cago the wind bad carried the mysterious 
derelict out of sight of the hundreds of 
watchers who thronged the lake shore. And 
the early coming of darkness, accompanied 
as it was by a driving fall of snow, shut out 
the sight and prevented the tug men from se- 
curing positive evidence that the lost had not 
indeed been found. 


Tugs Start on the Search. 


Shortly after 10 o’clock firemen returning 
from a blaze in South Chicago caught the 
first glimpse of the black spot upon the 
broad white bosom of the lake. The thought 
of the migsing steamer came instantly to 
their minds, and after a more careful inspec- 
tion word was sent to Chief Swenie at the 
City Hall. At his suggestion the tugs Protec. 
tion and Calumet were steamed up and start- 
ed out of the harbor outside of the ice floes. 

Meanwhile South Chicago was in a. tumult, 
Most of the inhabitants of the iron suburb 
left their Sunday dinners and climbed up to 
the house tops or hurried to the lake shore, 
taking with them opera and field glasses. 
Four tugs lying in the Calumet River got up 
steam and the big firebvat Chicago pushed its 
prow vainly against the collar of ice about 
the mouth of the river. 

Down-town telephone bells were ringing, 
newsboys were shrieking extra papers on the 
streets, and excited people were rushing to 


_ the newspaper and steamship offices. 


Andrew Crawford, one of the chief stock- 
holders in the Graham & Morton company, 
was driving in Lincoln Park, when one of his 
sons, who had rushed bareheaded from the 
house on receiving the first news of the find, 
caught the carriage. Mr. Crawford drove at 
once to the offices of the company and re- 
wained there until night came and the un- 
certainty had grown in his mind to despair, 
To him the finding of the Chicora with its 
crew meant not only the saving of twenty- 
four lives, but the recevery of property 
valued in its dismantled condition at 
more than $100,000. Once when a wild

FIREMEN DISCOVER THE QUEER OBJECT. 


Excited People Sean it Eagerly and Form 
Conflicting Opinions. 

The men of Engine company, No. 74, re- 
turning from a fire yesterday morning about 
10 o'clock saw a black spot two miles out in 
the lake. They were probably the first to see 
the object that caused no much excitement. 
This was while the company was .crossing 
Ninety-eighth street. The object which the 
firomen saw was black and in their eyes did 
not have the appearance of an iceberg. 

The matter was reported to Marshal Smith. 
He took a-powerful pair of glasses and went 
out to the lighthouse pier at the mouth of the 
Calumet River. With his glass Marshal 
Smith made out an object that looked to him 
like the dismantled hull of a vessel. It ap- 

to be wedged in an ice floe that was all 
It seemed to be covered 
with ice, but the back part of it, round like 
the stern of a vessel, showed black and was 
clear of ice. 

Marshal Smith went back to his station and 


ordered the fire boat Chicago and all the tugs 
in the Calumet River out to the relief of what 


he concluded was the wreck of the Chicora. 
Besides the fire boat there lay in the river the 
tugs Holliday, Hausler, and Alphic, but none 
of thm could break through the thick ice on 
the river except perhaps the Hausler. 

Of course the news that the wreck of the 
Chicora was off South Chicago stirred enor- 
mous excitement in the iron-making suburb. 
All the people flocked to the lake shore. 


Every telescope and binocular in the town’ 


was brought out. Some people declared they 
saw the wreck as early as 9 o'clock in the 
morning. Some people swore that it was the 
gist pe it was only a dirt.

Insisted They Saw Men 


Some observers were sure they saw men 
aboard the hulk. They could see them mov- 
ing their hats. They could see them leaving 
the wreck. and taking to the ice-floe. Some 
counted fifteen men and some counted nine- 
teen. All manner of Wild stories flew about. 
It was reported that the crew were making 
their way shorewards. 

All of these statements were unfounded, 
The sober fact was thata black speck that 
might or might not have been the hulk of a 
vessel was in sight off South Chicago. It 
was drifting quite rapidly towards the south- 
east, and some folk thought they could see 
signs of life about this black speck. but the 
sober lake men put these stories down to ex- 
cited imaginations. 

wreck, iceberg, or whatever it was, 
dri rapidly away, and by 2 o' clock ob- 
servers at the foot of Ninety-sixth street could 
barely make it out. 

The opinions of the tugmen who came 
down from their boats to the bridge and 
mingled with the excited crowds there were 
all against the possibility that the object 
could be the hull of the Chicora. They urged 
that it was extremely easy to make mistakes 
as to the size and shape of objects in an ice- 
floe. They were met with the equally posi- 
tive declarations of the non-lakefaring men 
that the object was the hull of the vessel, be- 
cause, as the latter said, they had “ seen it 
themselves. In this case seeing was believ- 
ing, and nine out of ten of those who gath- 


certain the black spot or object which 
was seen off here today was noth- 
ing more than the upturned edge of a cake 
of ice which has been lying near the shore 
and has been covered with black dirt of some 
kind. Once I thought-I saw an open space in 
the object, which looked likea break in an 


am not so positive that there uus uo che tobe 
seen on board. In my opinion, it has been 
impossible at any time today to discern to a 
certainty · tho movements of anybody on the 
bull.” 

A. J. Davenport, the keeper of the light- 
house at South Chicago. said he did not sight 
the object until it was a considerable distance 
past the end of the piers. He was doubtful 
whether the object was the hull of the vessel 
or a bluck spot on the ice-floe. At the time 
he first sighted it the ice-floe was moving at 
the rate of four miles an hour under the in 
fluence of the northerly wind, which had 
caused a strong current up the west shore and 
around the south end of the lake. In the 
midst of the conflicting opinions around him 
Mr. Davenport was much in doubt as to what 
the object really was. 

Capt. Dionne Is Incredulous, 


Capt, Dionne of the Life Saving Station got 
a good look at the thing, too, through a pair 
of powerful glasses. He came to the conclu- 
sion that what hesaw was not the wreck of 
the Chicora. ’ 

A son of Louis Hausler, commg home from 
church, got a look at the object at noon 
through a pair of powerful glasses. He 
though it certainly was the hulk of a vessel 
almost covered with ice. His brother and 
another young man also took a look and they 
were sure they could see nineteen men on 
the wreck. 

Claus Swanson, who lives at One Hundredth 
street, near the lake shore, declared positively 
he and a ‘heighbor watched the wreck for 
hours with a telescope; that it was the hull of 
a vessel beyond doubt, and that they could 
see living figures on it. He said there were at 
least a dozen men in sight and that they sig- 
naled the shore at intervals by waving their 
hats and coats. 

So the stories went. They were gerorally 
atrong and decided one way or the other, 

False Stories with Derails. 


Another class of stories, however, was rife 
and was the refinement of cruelty to the 
anxious friends and relatives along the shore, 
Oae of the worst of these was this: 

A policeman in uniform who boarded an 
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course unwilling to give up without getting a 
sight of thie object which so many people had 
seen from the shore. He was inclined to the 
belief they must have been deceived by some 
dark spot, perhaps a bit of open water or an 
iceberg. 

Meanwhile the ice became thicker and

ice cake. The glasses which I used for an 
hour or more, or until the object passed out 
of good range, were excellent ones. I went 
home to dinner, and when I came down-town 
again I was surprised at the excitement which 
seoms to have e everybody out of 
doors, 

No doubt we eould have.got the tug Haus- 
ler if we had made a strong effort in that di- 
rection. It would have taken us, however, 
two or three hours to break our way through 
the ice from. where the tug lay to the open 
water. in the lake. Both the Captain and I 
thought, after we had considered the ques- 
tion, it was not worth the risk of sinking the 
tug in the ice to run after what both of us 
thought was nothing but a black spot in the 
ice-floe. Had either of us really believed 
there was even à fair chance of finding the 
Chicora we would have made the effort. Our 
tug could have got through, the same as we 
did up to the shipyard Saturday. The ab- 
sence of Capt. Martin Hausler, the managing 
owner, left it largely in our hands and we did 
not feel like taking the risk with so slighta 
chance of accomplishmg anythmg after we 
had broken our way through sixteen inches of 
solid ice a half a mile long in order to reach 
open water.”’ 

Hansen Certain It Is the Chicora. 

John Hansen was one of a party of South 
Chicago people who followed the shore for two 
miles to the eastward as the mysterious object 
out in the lake drifted by. There were nearly 
200 people in the party who took advantage 
of every rise of ground along the lake shore 
to get a better view of the lake as they walked

ered along the shore confidently believed that 
the Chicora had been sighted and that the 
crew was still on board alive. 
Wright Thinks It Dirty Ice. 

Among the first to see the mysterious ob- 
ject on the ice was John Wright, the engineer 
of the tug M. Hausler of South Chicago. The 
object was then directly off South Chicago, 


about three miles from shore. Mr. Wright |. cago 


took a pair of field glasses and watched it for 
an hour. 

“Tam certain the object was not the hull 
of a vessel,” he said. “TI often have noticed 
the strange effect which a dark object will 
have upon a field of white ice. We have run 
miles with a tug after an object which looked 
like a boat énly to find it was a cake of 
which had been thrown up by the 


eastward. Every pair of opera-giasses and 
fieid-giasses within reach of the party was 
taken along. The chase was kept up until a 

change of wind drove the smoke from the 1.

electric car at Cummings at 6:45 o’clock 
stated as an absolute fact within his own 
knowledge that the rescue work was then go- 
ing on at Ninety-eighth street and that up to 
that time twenty-four survivors had reached 
shore. A fireman, also in uniform, corrobo- 
rated thestory. It is neédless to say that the 
story was false in every particular. 

Another came early in the afternoon from 
Roby. Perry Brown, who runs the lunch 
counter in the electric line waiting-rocm 
there, said early in the afternoon one ol the 
trolley conductors had come to him with a 
queer story. This conductor said when pass- 
ing Ninety-eighth street he had taken aboard 
a man who said he had come from the Chi- 
cora; that he had walked ashore on the ice. 
Brown said the conductor said the man left 
his car at Stony Island avenue, The story 
was not true. 


TUGS FIND NOTHING BUT FIELD ICE. 


Protection and Calumet Make a Fruitiless 
and Hazardous Search. 

‘When the news reached the city there was 
immediate inquiry as to what tugs were avail- 
able to go to the rescue of the survivors, if 
there should be any. The fire tugs were the 
first thought of. Fire Marshal Swenie was 
asked to send out one of his boats. Not wish- 
ing to do so, he sent word to the Vessel-Own- 
ers Towimg company, asking it to 
send two of its tugs‘ to the rescue 
of the supposed wrecked vessel. In 
response to this request the tug Protection 
was ordered into immediate service, and hav- 
ing steam up left the harbor at 2 o’clock. 
An hour later the Calumet steamed out of the 
river to follow up the Protection and give it 
any assistance which might be necessary. 
The Protection was manned by Capt. Henry 
Consaul. Engineer George McLean, with 
Michael Fenton, also an engineer, as volun- 
teer fireman, and Jack Hogarth, deck hand. 
Capt. Frank Miner was in command of the 
Calumet, his crew consisting of John Rua- 
yan, mate; E. Higgins, engineer; L. French, 
fireman. 

When the Protection arrived off South Chi- 
cago nothing could be seen of the object of its 
search, so the Captain put into the mouth of 
the Calumet River and went in search of a 
telephone to get report; from further down 
the shore. From Whiting and other points 
he received information that what appeared 
to be the ice-covered hulk of a large vessel 
was slowly drifting southward. Capt. Con- 
saul decided to go further south and see what 
the object was. He waited at South Chicago 
until the Calumet arrived. The recue party 
was joined by T. P. Calvert from the 
Chicago Fire Alarm office, Capt. Edward 
Dionne of the South Chicago Life-Saving 
Service, and Lieut. Chris Myers of the fire- 
boat Chicago, stationed in the Calumet River. 
Capt. Consaul was in command of the expe- 
dition. He said to Capt. Miner of the Calu- 
met: 

Lam going to run out one hour. If Iam 
not back in South Chieago in two hours come 
out and look for us. 

„What course will you steer ? asked Capt. 
Miner. 

„Southeast by east. 

„Have you anything to eat? 

„No, nothing to eat and no coal.” 

Perhaps Open Water or an Iceberg. 

With this cheerful prospect the Protection 
started on its search. Of course, there was 
some coal aboard, but not enough for a voy- 
age of any great length. ‘After the Protec. 
tion was fairly under way Capt. Consaul said 
when off Hyde Park crib he saw about three 


miles east a dark pile, which looked like a 


hull, with moving figures on it, which be 
thought might be the Chicora, | 

„We ran out to it,” he said, “and found 
an iceberg fifteen feet high and about as long 
as our tug, covered with sea gulls and ducks. 
All the way down from the river to South 

Chicago we broke ice from one to three inch- 
es thick. 

Leaving the Calumet River the Protection 
slipped easily through a few hundred feet of 


open water and then took its course southeast 
through a level and solid field of ice, At first‘.

Cardinal Richard, Arch 
bishop of Paris, attended the services, but the- 
curé of the parish celebrated mass. 

Upon the completion of the mass the coffin 
was removed from the catafalque and taken 
to the. court of honor, . adjoining 
the church. Here Gen, Zurlinden, Min- 
ister of War, delivered an _ oration. 
He referred to Sebastopol, where, he said, the 
blood shed by two chivalrous adversaries was 
destined to germinate the sentiments 
of mutual esteem that unite France 
and Russia ‘today. Gen. Zurlinden 
gavea glowmg deseription of Marshal Can- 
robert’s valor and heroism, and exhorted tlie 
army to follow his splendid example,

honors to the dead and the coffin was then 
deposited under the chapel.

PURNITURE MEN’S PEACE TREATY. 


Manufacturers Agree to Stop Selling to 
Consumers=Talk of an Exposition. 

Seven men, comprising a committee of the 
Chicago Retail Furniture Dealers“ Associa- 
tion, held a meeting yesterday morning at 
which Adolph Karpen, President of the Man- 
ufacturers Association, submitted proposals 
for a treaty of peace. These proposals were 
in the shape of reselutions, unanimously 
adopted by the manufacturers and binding 
them to discontinue the practice of seiling 
furniture to consumers, of which practice the 
retailers have made long and loud complaint. 
The committee, which consisted of Mr. Hol- 
lenstein of the 1 Outfitting company, 
Leon Hartman of Moore Furniture com- 
pany, Mr. Strauss of Strauss Smith, 
Simon Fish of the L. Fish com- 
pany, Mr. Graham of the West Side Fur- 
niture company, and Secretary Meyer Em- 
erich, was satisfied with the olive branch 
tendered by the manufacturers, and in return 

a resolution pledging the retailers to 
reciprocate by buying as much as. possible 
from Chicago factories. In the discussion 
which ensued it was brought outsghe chief ob- 
jection made by retailers to the sale of goods 
by manufacturers to consumers was not based 
on any cut in prices. The pledge of the man- 
ufacturers was still further strengthened by 
the insertion of a clause which secures to re- 
tailers tne ordinary profit on all invoices 
which they may find it necessary to send their 
customers to factories or whoiesalers to se- 
lect. 

When these resolutions had been fixed up 
to the liking of the committee the Secretary 
wes instructed to send copies to President 
Conroy of the National Retailers’ Association 
at Cincinnati with a request that he notify all 
branch associations in other cities with awiew 
of securing similar action.

At present the electric lines in operation on 
the North and West Sides are supplied with 
power from the powerhouse located at Ros- 
coe boulevard and California avenue on the 
North Branch of the Chicago River. Thie 
plant. which has a maximum capacity of 
8,000 horse power, is calculated to be suffi- 
cient for ali the electric lines north of 
North avenue. The enormous power⸗ 
house now being built at Washing- 
ton boulevard and Western avenue 
is therefore intended to supply all the North- 
west and West lines south of North avenue, 
including the Lake Street and Van Buren 
street systems running into the busineas cen- 
ter of the city. ; 

This new power-house h plain is 
quite attractive in appearance. It is built of 
pressed brick with New Bedford stone trim- 
Sing ans wae a frontage of 250 feet on 
Washington boulevard and 125 feet on 
Western avenue. No wood is used 
in its construction, the roof and 
roof trusses being entirely of iron 
To make the building further fireproof tne 
engine-room floor is made of rolied steel 
—＋ on iron girders, while the boller · room 

oor consists of cement and concrete sup- 
ported on brick arches, 


Highest Chimney in Chicago. 


The feature of the building from the out- 
side, and the one which makes it a landniark 
on the West Side, is the enormous chim: 

With foundations forty-cight feet 

at the base. sunk into the 

ground fort feet, it rises above 

them to a height of 250 feet. It is octagonal 

in form and is sixteen feet in diameter on the 

ineide all the way up, Over six millions of 

brick were. used in the 

building and stack. The chimney is the 

largest brick chimney in Chieago and one of 
the largest in the U States. 

The boiler-room occupies the south half of 
the building. In it are being placed 
twenty-eight Sterling boilers of 400 
herse-power each, They are of the 
new water tube type which, besides 
their superior economy, are practically safe 

ust explosions, y will be stoked by 
oil, which means agreat gain in cleanliness 
and freedom from smoke for the 1 
hood. Besides the boilers there will be 
located in the bofier-room the feed water- 
heaters, pumps, and steam and oll piping nec- 
essary for running the boilers. 


The engine-room, running along the Wash- 
ington boulevard front, is about x65 feet. 
In it there will be six cross compound non- 
condens Corliss engines of 2,500 ‘horse- 
power each, which will operate six direct con- 
nected Siemens & Halske street railway gen- 
erators of 1,500 Kilo-Watts capacity each. 
For ease in — this huge machinery two 
cranes are provided which span the engine- 
roe rate mage s and 3 9 its 

en y are -five capac- 
ity each, ana are worked by hand power. 
By using these cranes it is easily possible to 
remove any broken part of the machinery in 
order to replace or repair it. will — 
lessen the chances of. serious breakdowns, 
while the machinery held in reserve wil! make 
it practically certain that West Side people 
wili never have to walk home on account of 
failure of the electric street car lines. 

The steam and exhaust pipe connections to 
the engines, as well as the wires from the 
dynamos to the switchboard, will all be 
under the floor of the engine-room. This 
will give the room a very neat appearance. 
The piping and wires will be easily accessible 
from basement. 


Wires Through a Conduit. 


The switchboard gullery, which will be lo- 
cated on the north side of the engine room, 
will be 100 feet long. To the handsome 
warble switchboard will be connected all the 
feeders running out of the station to the vari- 
ous lines operated, Of these feeders six or 
eight alone intended for immediate use on 

estern avenue will be taken out overhead. 


The rest will run down into the basement of 


the building and out under Western avenue 
by an underground conduit. 

This underground conduit is quite interest- 
ing in its way. It consists of fifty-six straight 
iron tubes laid in concrete and extending 
along Western avenue from Lake street on 
the north to Fourteenth street on the south. 
These pipes are laid continuously from block 
to block, with manhoies permitting access 
each street corner. 
The tubes are about two inches in diameter. 
When a section of these is laid from man- 
hole to manhole it becomes a problem to get 
rope or wire through in order to pull in the 
lead covered insulated wire to carry which 
they are built. A i many devices have 
been tried by the telephone and underground 
companies to accomplish this. One of the 
most promising schemes was to tie a stri 
to a rat’s tail and send him into the hole wit 
a ferret after him. :

Not know- 
ing how close he was to shore the Captain 
signaled the engineer to go slowly, as he said 
if be did run upon a sandbank he didn’t want 
to run on hard, 


Reaches Port Safely. 


Every few minutes the boat was stopped 
and the signal given for the Calumet, At last 
this was regularly answered and the direction 
from which the sounds came fixed. Then the 
light from the South Chicago furnaces be- 
came more distinct, and at last the red light 
at the end of the Illinois Steel company’s 
pier loomed up over the starboard bow. As 
soon as this welcome beacon was seen all on 
board the Protection felt relieved, The en- 
gineer was given the signal to go ahead at 
full speed, and in a few minutes the Protec- 
thon was lying alongside the Calumet in the 
river at South Chicago.

RESCUE TRAIN’S FRUITLESS JOURNEY. 


Baltimore and Ohie Chases the Wreck to 
Whiting and Miller’s. 

When the dark object lying on the distant 
leefloe was seen to move toward the south- 
east and become dimmer through the haze 
a rescuing party was organized to pursue it 
along the shore. It was calculated from the 
direction of the wind and the movement of 
the floe that it would drift toa point near 
Whiting. Master Mechanic McDermott of 
the Baltimore and Ohio got out a switch 
engine. to follow along the lake shore 
on the tracks of that road. Capt. 
W. H. Jenkins of the Fifteenth 
Precinct Police Station, Sergt. McNamara, 
Station Agent Davia of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and Ernest Hummel of South Chicago 
were talen aboard.

The men at the Sixty-eighth street pumping 
station Who sent out early news of sight- 
ing the boat still stuck to their story last 
night at midnight. 
he was unwilling to admit they were mis- 
taken. * Whatever we saw looked enough 
like the broken hull of a big boat to deceive 
anyone if we were deceived. The matter 
which seems most strange, and is yet to be 
expidined, is that of seeing the objects mov- 
ing about on the ice. They certainly looked 
like men. No matter what people saw later 
in the day, we counted nineteen of them, and 
saw them move out from the dark object sup- 
posed to be the boat, and apparently start for 
shore, 

“We thought they came toward shore a 
couple hundred yards and then returned to 
the boat. There was more than a dozen peo- 
ple saw this part of it. We were unable to 
count the objects without the aid of a field 
glass, but a short time after we first saw them 
a man came along the shore with a good ma- 
rine telescope, with which we could make out 
the number plainly. A half-dozen people 
looked through the giass and the count varied 
from seventeen to nineteen. I am atill in- 
clined to believe the story, as it is hard to 
doubt one’s eyes. We watched as long as we 
could see and saw the tugs going in that direc- 
tion in the afternoon.”’ 


COMPANY SKEPTICAL ABOUT THE NEWS. 
— 


Graham & Morton People Think It Not in 
the Realm of Probability. 

The scenes about the office of the Graham 
& Morton company were alternately those of 
hope and despair. Andrew Crawford, the 
heaviest owner of the Graham & Morton com- 
pany, received the first news of the reported 
sighting of the Chicora while driving through 
Lincoln Park. A telephone message came to 
his residence and his son rushed frantically to 
the park,where he told his father. Mr. Craw- 
ford at once drove to his office, where he re- 
mained until 6 o’clock. The conflicting re- 
ports raised him at one moment to 
a pinnacle of absolute confidence. 
There would be a general handshaking 
and the faces of all would be rippling with 
smiles. In a few minutes some one would 
telephone in that the whole story was a 
canard and Mr. Crawford’s head would sink 
thoughtfully upon his breast. 

During the early part of the afternoon he 
was entirely pessimistic, discrediting each fa- 
vora ble report as highly improbable. At 5 
o’clock, however, a telegram was received ‘by 
the Vessel-Owners’ Towing company from 
South Chicago, which stated positively 
that eighteen men had been removed 
from the wreck, This was the 
first apparently authentic information 
which had been received, and Mr. Crawford 
was almost persuaded into a feeling of securi- 
ty. Ina short time, however, the telegram 
was proven to be without basis and the old 
atmosphere of gloom regained its sway. Mr. 
Crawford had entire reason to feel acute anx- 
jety as to the possibility of the truth of the 
reports, for not only would he be intensely 
gratified by the saving of the lives of his men, 
but the recovery of even the wreck meant a 
matter of perhaps $100,000 to him. 

It was hard for me to believe this report, 
said Mr. Crawford iast night just before he 
left for his home, ** because the law of prob- 
ability would have to be stretched exceeding- 
ly in my mind to allow of any chance for the 
saving of the vessel and its crew at this time. 
It is almost impossible to believe that any 
remnants of the Chicora could’ have 
floated in this direction. The . wind 
has been almost steadily against it 
and it would require an extraordinary 
combination of favorable circumstances for 
the wreck to come toward Chicago. The pack- 
ing of ice and resultant pressure might bring 
this about. but I am skeptical. How the men 
could have lived in the frightful storm which 
prevailed for four days after the firat wreck- 
age was picked up would be another mystery. 
The cabin was entirely washed away, for the 
word ‘ Chicora’ painted upon the inside of 
the cabin was found upon a piece 
of the wreckage. The men, of course, 
may have preserved ‘their lives by 
huddling in the hold, but in my own mind 1 
cannot’ conceive of such “conditions bemg 
successfully contended with. Of course, it 
would give me the most intense gratification 
to have these poor fellows returned to their 
families and friends, but it is hoping against 


hope. This day bas also proved trying to 


me ia that it has given our company a tem- 
porary elation, which I feel is doomed to re- 
suit in nothing. 

“JT woke up this morning feeling better 
than I have at any ime since 
the boat was given up. finan- 
cial problem involved in the de- 
struction of tae Chicora was a weighty one, 
it meaning a loss of $175,000, as we did not 
carry a dollar’s worth of insurance.

MRS, STINES HAS NO HOPE, 


She Is Convinced That the Chicora Went 
Down at 8:30 p. m. Jan. 21. 

Mrs. Ed Stines, wife of the Captain of the 
Chicora, is firmly convinced that her husband 
went down with the steamer at 8:30 o'clock 
Monday night, Jan. 21. Mrs. Stines believes 
she has received reliable information to 
this affect from sources higher than those of 
this world. Mrs. Stines has not been known 
as a spiritualist, but the information . which 
she believes she has received came to her in 
such a manner as to entirely convince her of 
its truthfulness and certainty. She has no 
hope whatever and is as certain that the Chi- 
cora sank at 8:30 the night after its sailing 
as if she had actually witnessed it. 


WRECK PLAINLY SEEN AT WHITING. 


Darkness Settles Down and Hides the Mys- 
terious Ubject from View. 

Wunrrine, Ind., Feb. 3. [Special. — What 
looked like the wreck of the Chicora could be 
seen off this place this afternoon from 8 
o’clock until dark, There was visible also the 
tug Protection of Chicago which was bucking 
the ice in an attempt to get at the wreck. The 
Chicora, if it was the hulk of that missing 
boat, lay between one and one-half and two 
miles out in the lake, directly north of Whit- 
ing. It was visible asa faint black spot hals 
hidden in the ice. Itjapparentily stood from 
three to eight feet above the ice. No signs of 
life were visible about it. 

The tug was to the west and north of the 
black spot. When night came down it was 
about half a mile from the supposed wreck 
and was advancing towards it slowly, making 
two to three feet every time it rammed the 
ice-pack. After dark the tug could be heard 
whistling as late as 7 o’clock. But after that 
hour neither sound nor light came from the 


tug. 

* reporter for Taz Trisnune who went to 
the lake shore at 7 o’clock could neither see 
nor hear anz thing of the tugor the wreck. 
There were no lights visible and there was no 
more whistling, neither could the crash of the 
tug ramming the ice be heard, The lake was 
calm, but though the day was quite clear in 
the evening haze and a snow-storm. settled 
down and obscured everything on the water a 
few rods away. Duri the afternoon 
George France of Whiting had plainly seen 
both the wreck and the tug. He said he could 
see no signs of life about the wreck, but that 
it looked like a house afloat on the lake. 


The whistling of a tug was heard just after 


7 o'clock, Thetug appeared to be to the 
northwest, and was evidently making its way 
back to South Chicago. 


JOY AT BENTON HARBOR AND Sr. JOE. 


Crowds of People Go Into Eecstacies Over 
the Encouraging News. 

Benton Hannon, Mich., Feb. 3.— [Spe- 
cial.]|—Joy reigns supreme in St. Joseph and 
this city tonight since reports from Chicago 
say that the hull of the steamer Chicora with 
fourteen, later reported nine, live men were 
aboard it has been found seven miles off 
South Chicago. The crowds that gathered at 
the telegraph office and at the Graham & 
Morton office here could scarcely contain 
themselves in their happiness and enthusiasm 
as these reports were later verified. With 
lightning like rapidity the news spread from 
house to house and within less than an hour 
every person iu the twin cities was rejoicing, 
where for two weeks previous there had been 
mournmg and sorrow. J. H. Graham 
and J. 8. Morton of the Graham & 
Mor ton Transportation company said they 
could not credit the news, believing the hull 
sighted off South Chicago with fourteen live 
men aboard to be a sail-boat fast in ice, but 
dispatches from Ludington and other points 
left no doubt about its bemg the Chicora, as 
it 1% now the only boat reported out. Later 
— 2 stating that the name could be 
read through fleld glasses dispelled every 
doubt and cheers rose from the crowd.

As soon as it started south from 
Grand Haven Capt. Stines went on tne bridge 
of the boat, and despite the low temperature 
and the howling gale he remained in that ex- 
posed position from that time until late in the 
afternoon, never once leaving it even to eat. 
He was so determined that the search should 
be thorough and that noth in ‘the eighty 
miles of lake which we sea should escape 
his notice that he would not trust the work to 
any one else. 

hil day the boat kept along the outer —— 
of the ice pack, which at some points extend- 
ed ten or twelve miles from shore, and 
which narrowed down to three and a haif or 
four miles near St. Joe. All of this ice was 
scanned carefully, but not a particle of wreck- 
age could be discovered. Outside of the old 
ice about a mile and a haff of new ice had 
formed, Thisis separated from the old ice 
by a windrow about five feet high. 

“The Ludmgton had besides its own crew 
the crew of the Racine, in all fifty-five men. 
We had good field glasses, and there was not 
a particie of this immense field which was not 
carefully gone Over by these men, allof them 
experienced navigators. 

When near Benton Harbor we saw a black 
speck in the ice and thought it might be some 
of the wreckage. We put in towards the bar- 
bor, but it proved to be blace snow. Then 
Capt. Stines ordered the boat back, as he was 
convinced the Chicora had gone down in the 
open water and that its hull is at the bottom 
of Lake Michigan. From Benton Harbor 
to Grosse Point we encountered an 
unexpected difficulty in forty miles of 
clear ice, one solid sheet which was from two 
to six inches thick. Capt. Stines was on 
deck constantly from the time he left Mil- 
waukee until he arrived in Sheboygan. He 
is much chagrined at the result of search, 
but is convinced of the utter futility of any 
further efforts to find the Chicora. It will be 
useless to-send out tugs, as they cannot find 
anthing and cannot do anything in that ice.” 


WILD STORIES OF THE ALLEGED FIND. 


Chicago People Excited for Hours Over 
Conflicting Reports. 

It was not 1 o’clock when Chief Swenie of 
the Fire Department was notified by the de- 
partment at South Chicago that the Chicora 
had been found and that all were safe on 
board. This news, which he immediately 
made public in the form of a bulletin to the 
newspapers, was: 

The hull of the Chicora has been eighted in the 
ice off South Chicago. The passengers and crew 


can be seen upon it and they are alive and well. 
The South Chicago fire-boat has gone to the res- 


cue. 
This intelligence, too hastily formed by his 
informers, it was that flashed over the city 
with electric swiftness, and in an incredibly 
short time had given new life to the dying 
hopes of friends and rejatives of the missing 


mon. 

Then followed a long period in which the 
police and fire departments of South Chicago 
were importuned for positive information. 
About 2 o'clock this message was received 
from the former through the Hyde Park 
headquarters: 

There are several hundred people standing on 
the banks of the lakein South Chicago. All of 
them are able to distinguish far out on the water 
what appears to be a raft or an ice floe and on it 
can be dis ished the forms of about twenty 
people. At first the people were under the im- 

ression that the object was the hull of a boat. 

ut it is now o ed to be too far down on the 
water for the hull of any boat. The fireboat is 
breaking its way out thro the tice to the ob- 
ject on which the moving forms can be discerned. 

t is estimated that the floe is about three miles 
from shore. 

Doubts now gave way to assurance, and 
upon the streets during the early afternoon 
there was but one topic of conversation—the 
finding of the lost steamer and all those on 
board. Fanciful stories w thick and fast. 
One man had just heard from a friend who 
had ridden from South Chicago to the city in 
a street car with twenty-five survivors 
all well and happy; another had made out 
nine live men, and four dead were carried 
from the hold; others had seen rcckets fired 
one had plainly read Chicora on the hull, and 
it was then said that the hull was drifting 
to the shore ice. Those on it had clambe 
to the firm ice and were dually work 
their way to the shore, while warm-heart 
citizens were hurrying forward with blankets 
and stimulants to greet them. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock, when those who 
went to the scene of the activity from the city 
had had a chance to make a calmer investiga- 
tion, contradictory reports began to come 
down-town. It was found that the most 
enthusiastic had not seen persons in 
motion upon the ice, and when 
word was sent to the city that 
the moving mass, whatever it might be, had

The 24th ice driitmg into South Haven was 
found to be covered with fragments of the 
Chicora. Four hundred men spent the entire 
day on the ice fields looking in vain for some 
trace of the missing crew, Mr. Morton of the 
Graham & Morton company and Will J. Han- 
cock ed the searching party. ‘The fore- 
mast of the Chicora was found by Capt. 
Matthews of the lifesaving crew in 
the ice two miles from shore. Several hours 
later a piece of the bulwark timber was 
brought in with a portion of the lettering 
“Ohicora”’ on it. This seemed to settle the 
fate of the boat, and even the most sanguine 
were forced to abandon hope. Tugs and 
other steamboats started from various ports 
to search for the crew, but none of them made 
any progress, the way being biocked by im- 
mense bodies of ice. 

Friday, Jan. 25, a searching party was put 
out from South Havenin a row boat. was 


caught in an ice floe, and for six hours sheir, 


lives were in peril, When they reached the 
shore their hands were bleeding and their 
clothing Was thickly coated with ice, This 
day the door of the elerk’s room of the 
Chicora was found on the shore near South 
Haven. Capt. Napier advanced the opinion 
that the hull of the Chicora would yet be 
found afloat. He felt sure it had run into the 
ice and that it was drifting somewhere about 


the lake. Rumors from Michigan City, 
Ind., and from Benton Harbor, stating that a 
dark object resembling the hull of the 
Chicora had been seen far off in the ice fields 
created some excitement, but nothing was 
found to substantiate them. 

Saturday the people of St. Joseph and Ben- 
ton Harbor began to complain bitterly of 
what they termed the inaction of the Graham 
& Morton. company. They started a sub- 
scription paper to pay for tugs, and declared 
they never would be satisfied until there was 
proof that the hull of the missing steamer 
was at the bottom of the lake. The bitterly 
cold weather and the furious gales pre- 
vailed and Sunday searching parties wero 
kept on shore by its severity.

THAT FREE SILVER PARTY. 

One of their namber is reported as stating 
that a band ot the free silver leaders have 
determined they will not follow Cleveland and 
the Democracy. The latter may stay where 
they are or go to the Republicans.“ The sil- 
ver extremists intend to name a man of their 
own sort for President and win or lose with 
him. The intent is to hold a convention 
early in the coming spring to which silver 
men will be invited, and the purpose will be 
political—the politics of silver.“ It is ex- 
pected that the Democrats will make up four- 
‘fifths of the personnel of the convention and 
the ticket they will name is to be called the 
Democratic ticket, They want no such men 
as Gorman, Brice, Hill, and Cleveland. They 
will act on the theory that “the only hope of 
the Democracy is free silver,” and hope 
“‘ with the ald of the Populists and the silver 
Republicans to win in 1890. 

These men do not desire bimetallism.“ 
They used to declare they were in favor of 
that, but do not claim it now. They demand 
the free coinage of silver on a basis which 
would make the buying power of the dollar 
less than 50 cents of our present money, 
which would do about as much good as it 
would to halve the bushel measure, the pound 
weight, or the yard stick. It is pitiable to 
find that fellows clamoring for such a change 
have the ear of any considerable number of 
the people. But their threat presents no 
more oceasion for dread. now than did the 
one they made two or three years ago when 
they failed signally in their effort to rally a 
commanding vote for free silver, So they 
may be invited to bring on their bears, with 
the remark that it would be well if the thing 
could be settled much sooner than the time 
named by them, for if they should raise the 
proposed issue at the polls it would be a ques- 
tion of honesty against dishonesty, in the de- 
viding of which the whole people would have 
a voce. 

Tu Tame does not believe that a ma- 
jority of the voters of the United States 
could be induced by, the misrepresentations of 
these howlers to vote for a less-than-half- 
worth silver dollar, with ali the loss of money 
velues, the paralysis to domestic industry, 
and the abandonment of national honor that 
must be involved in such a change. The 
people will be better educated on the subject 
next year than they were in 1892. By that 
time a great many of the number will have 
begun to understand that the silver shoutera 
are responsible fora large part of the busi- 
nese trouble of 1893 and following it, that it 
is they who precipitated the panic which set 


induced the big exports of gold during the 
last few weeks, though the previous outgo 
was mostly caused by deficiency of revenue. 
The intelligent voters of the country eurely 
will rate these silver mononianiacs as they de- 
serve, and prove to them that they misunder- 
stood the American people in supposing them 
to favor national dishonesty and national 
dishonor, 

Itisa wonder the silver monometallists 
bave not seen the truth for themselves ere 
this and discovered that they are the ones who 
not only have caused great financial trouble 
and business disturbance, but also are the 
| great stumbling bleck in the way of as large 
a use of silver as is compatible with a main- 
tenance of the integrity of the currency unit. 
Whether they see it or not itis so. There are 
a great many people who would have agreed 
with them in an attempt to fix a practicable 
ratio for real bimetalliem in wie United 
States or a plan for the circulation of silver 
paper secured by full bullion value of the metal 
who are utterly opposed to their crack-brained 
proposition to cut in two the currency unit, 
and will net vote for it on any con- 
sideration whatever, So if the silver men 
really desire to succeed on any other basis 
than asa party of ruin they have stood in 
their own light and still are standing in it by 
demanding something which no honest man 
can favor fora moment. It should by this 
time be pretty well understood that bi- 
metallism on the terms insisted on by them 
is ds utterly impracticable as would be the 
lifting of the Atiantic Ocean tothe level of 
Lake Michigan, so that the issue they present 
is absolute silver monometallism on a basis 
below that of the Mexican currency, or a gold 
standard with as much of silver as can be 
used while maintaining that gold standard. 
It the next Presidential issue is to be on these 
lines, as laid down by the silver extremists, 
all sensible men will feel like saying let the 
battle begin,“ and end the agony as soon as 
possi bie. 


EFFECTS OF REPUDIATION. 

The extreme silverites in Washington have 
asserted that if we should drop to a free sil. - 
ver basis nobody would suffer except a few 
„gold bugs” in Wall street and elsewhere in 
this country, and what would be good enough 
for the people of the United States ought to 
be sufficient for foreign creditors. They at- 
fect to believe that the change from the pres. 


| ent goid standard of values to the free silver 


standard would hurt no one excepta small 
num ber of capitalists, and that it would be 
made without aay serious disturbance of 
trade, but with distinct advantage to the toil. 
ing masses of society. 

This is untrue. It is widely and wildly wrong. 
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In the first place, even if liao tren e 


ver basis for the currency unit were the cause 
of a moderate rise in the bullion value of sil- 
ver, still there would be a reduction of fully 
one-half in the value of the 4,600 million 
dollars of bank deposits in the United States. 
The buying and working power of that vast 
totul would be reduced 50 percent. Four 
dollars out of every ten of this enormous 


amount is deposited to the credit of the 


working classes. They at once would lose 
some 800 million dollars by the change, 
their loss being approximately equal to the 
shrinkage in the whole volume of the curren- 
ey. The class usunlly designated as ** capl- 
talist would lose the other 60 per cent of 
the shrinkage, or fully 1,200. mill- 
ions, But this loss ascribed to them would 
not fall on them alone. The total of 4,600 
millions of deposits constitutes the money 
capital by the aid of which the various opera- 
tions of manufactures and commerce are car- 
ried on. It buys material and pays wages in 
advance of the time the values of the goods 
are received by the manufacturer and mer- 
chant. After the drop this money capital 
would be only half as effective as before. If 
the price of materials and the rate of wages 
were doubled to correspond with the change 
in the money unit the bank deposits would 
buy only half as much material and pay the 
wages of only half as many tollers as it will 
now, so that there would be a terrible paraly- 
sis of industrial energy all over the land 
for want of the money capital required to 
maintain it, and it would be idle to expect 
that people in other countries would contrib- 
ute the needed capital immediately after hav- 
ing had half the indebtedness to them repu- 
diated by the people of the United States. 
On the other hand, if the prices of material 
end the wages ot labor did not advance in 
proportion to the decline in the value of the 
money unit, the toilers would be all the worse 
off. So in either event the change would be 
a terrible blow to the industrial classes; frst, 
by robbing them of half the value of their 
money savings, and then by placing them at 
the additional disadvantage of smaller em- 
ployment and wages not advanced in the 
same proportion as the rise in the prices of 
the goods the toilers have to buy. 

All this is without reference to the great 
dishonesty that would be involved in the pro- 
posed change, which would be one of the 
gteatest crimes that could be perpetrated by 
a veopie, By far the largest part of the cur- 
rent indebtedness between individuals and 
firme has been incurred within the last few 
years, so that even if it were true that gold 
has appreciated since 1873 that fact would 
not hinder the substitution from being a 
downright robbery of creditors. As for the 
greenbacks, which it is proposed by the sil- 
verites to repudiate to the extent of 50 per 
cent, they were promises to pay gold and noth- 
ing else. They were so igsued by the Con- 
gressmen who voted for the issue, and 
so taken by the people who accepted 
them, while the customs dues were 
made payable in gold for the express 
reason that it was intended to redeem the 
greenbacks in gold, and this continued 
till the resumption of specie payments six- 
teen years ago. At the time those contracts 
were issued gold money was the only kind of 
specie money that people thought of in large 
amounts, and for the sufficient reason, if there 
were no other, that practically the United 
States did not contain any silver dollars, 
Then every dollar's worth of the money that 
has been sent from Europe for investment in 
our industries and commercial operations was 
in gold. The people on the other side of the 
Atlantic rate $485 in gold as worth about 
100 sovereigns, but in their markets 1,085 
of our silver dollars are barely worth 100 
sovereigns. Are we to cheat them out of the 
difference and at the same time plunge our 
own country into financial chaos to please the 
silver fanatics? Heaven and the people for- 
bid. 


IRREGULAR EARTH ROTATION. 

Prof. Simon Neweomb of Washington, Chief 
of the American Nautical Almanac Office, is 
stated to have deciared asa result of recent 
com parisons made by him that the earth went 
slow, and lost seven seconds in rotation on the 
axis between 1850 and 1862, and guined eight 
seconds during the next ten years. Such a 
change is not incredible, though hardly to be 
belleved without strong proof. It is well 
known that as measured by the earth’s rota- 
tion the angular movement of the moon in 
her orbit is more rapid than it was a few 
centuries ago, the average lanation seeming 
to be performed in a shorter time. This 
is proved by the records of ancient 
eclipses of the sun: The present rate 
of revolution of the moon is known 
to great accuracy, and by extenduig this 
rate back it is found that certain eclipses 
must have occurred when the sun and moon 
were below the horizon if the rate of move. 
ment were the same then as now, when, in 
fact, the luminaries must have been above 
the horizon, as otherwise the eclipses would 
not be visible, The fact is that modern ta- 
bles used for computing the place of the 
moon in the heavens at any defired time con- 
tain a small quantity to be multipiied into 
the square of the number of centuries and a 
still smaller quantity to be multiplied into 


the cube of the time in centuries; the results 


to be added to or subtracted from the place 
of the moon as computed on the supposition 
of uniform mean motion. 

Laplace about a century ago thought he ac- 
counted for this by reference to a steady 
change in the ellipticity of the earth's orbit 
around the sun, but recently it has been 
found that this does not serve to explain the 
whole amount of the change. It now is be- 
Heved that while the moon is moving with 
greater angular velocity than of yore the 
earth is turning on her axis more slowly than 
it used to do, and the physicists who have 
etudied the problem are pretty generally 
agreed that the main if not the only cause 
of this retardation is the friction caused by 
the tides in the ocean, This acts as a brake 
ou the turning movement of the earth, and 
Lord Kelvin has calculated that its amount 
is equal to about what would be produced by 
a weight of four ee tons. applied to the 
equator. 

Other causes are 1 considered, These 
are the accretion to the total quantity of mat- 
ter comiposing the earth, from the fall of me- 
teors and meteoric dust to her surface and 
the anhual formation and melting of snow 
and ice near the poles, It is evident that an 
extra accumulation there would permit the 
movement of rotation to be more rapid by 
decreasing the sum of the products of the 
mass into the distance moved through by all 
the particies that are carried around once 
each day, and that a redistribution of that 
frozen material towards tne equator would 


increase the resistance to be overcome by the 


vis viva that carries the whole mass arcund 
the axis of rotation. There is still another 
probable cause of chaage in the rate of rota- 
tion—namely: the almost steady shrinkage 
of the whole mass of the earth due to cooling. 
This tends to accelerate the motion on the 
axis, but the effect is small.

FREIGHT DISCRIMINATIONS REDUCED. 

After twenty-one months of conflict between 
the railroads interested and the Chicago 
Freight Bureau the latter body has gained 
the most vital point it sought for the mer- 
chants of this city. The railroad managers 
have consented to abolish the most odious 
part of the disoriminations heretofore prac- 
tioed by them, and charge at least no more 
for shipments of merchandise from Chicago 
westward than is paid for freight that is 
shipped from cities one or two hundred miles 
further east. They have recommended to the 
State Railroad and Warehouso Commission 
the adoption of the official classification, 
which alone will remove much of the injustice 
now complained of. 

Mr, iglehart. the Chairman of the Chicago 
Freight Bureau, states some striking instances 
as samples of the very severe discriminations 
made by the railroads against the push and 
enterprise of merchants in this city as com- 
pared with the terms.conceded to shippers 
from competing points. He says, at present 
we ure paying 56.4 cents (per 100 pounds) 
freight from Chicago to Carbondale, a dis- 
tance of 307 miles, while under the Eastern 
classification the freight from Cincinnati to 
the same point, a distance of 408 miles, is 
41 cents. In addition to this the articles are 
elassified with discrimination against us. 
Thus an article put under Class 8 in the Hast 
is shipped for 41 cents from Detroit to East 
St. Louis, while the same article would go 
under Class 2 from Chicago and be rated at 
47 cents. “These discriminations are ex- 
tremely unjust, and deprive Chicago of a 
business territory directly contiguous and 
therefore tributary to it,” 

The concession made is not all that wae 
claimed by the bureau and perhaps not all 
that will be allowed by the State board, which 
has yet to act officially in the matter. But at 
the worst, if, the points conceded by the rail- 
roads are lived up to, the Chicago wholesale 
merchant will only have to face the injustice 
of no freight charged to his competitors in 
other cities on the excess of distance. It is 
a sin and a shame that any greater discrim- 
ination than this ever should have existed, 
that the managers of a line terminating in 
this city, and therefore having local ties and 
interests here, should have been systematically 
a party to contracts with other lines running 
eastward dy which the two would carry a 
stated quantity and description of freight for 
a large percentage less than was exacted for 
transportation over the firstlinealone, There 
is no possible excuse of loading or handling 
to justify so much of discrimination, and the 
gravest of censuré is deserved by those who 
have for eo long resisted the reform of such a 
glaring injustice to the business interests of 
this city. 

But it isof no use to grieve over put 
milk.“ If the injustice of the past be abol- 
ished it may be forgiven, if not forgotten, 
The wholesale merchants of Chicago now 
must set to work vigorously to recover the 
ground which legitimately belongs to them, 
and there is little doubt they will do it. In 
the language of Mr. Iglehart, it we can once 
meet our competitors on equal terms Chica- 
go, with her push and capita! and buginess en- 
tetprise, will see to it that she obtains and 
holds the territory. 


UNSEITLED SENATORIAL CONTESTS, 

The election of Congressmgn Wilson of 
Washington as Senator from that State fills 
the last of the three vacancies which hgve ex- 
isted in the Senate during the present Con- 
gress. Montana, Wyoming, and Washington 
have all elected Republicans. If their Legis- 
latures bad been able to make their choice 
two years ago they would have sent but two 
Republicans at the most. So the party has 
lost nothing by the delay. 

There are three sents in the next Congress 
which are yet in dispute. Senator Dolph of 
Oregon, a good man who should be.reélected, 
lacks two votes of a majority. The Republicans 
who have refused to vote for him thus far are 
free sliverites, and it is impossible to tell how 
long they will keep up their fight. In Idaho 
the contest isa very evenly balanced one be- 
tween Senator Shoup and ex-Congressman 
Sweet, a handful of Democrats and Fopulists 
holding the balance of power. The contest is 
one of those personal ones which may end in 
a deadlock. This would be a misfortune, for 
the Republicans will need all the votes they 
ean get in the next Senate. 

The other State where the Legislat ure can- 
not agree is Delaware. The condition of af 
fairs there is not creditable, The Republic- 
ans carried the Legislature and a-majority of 
their members favor the reslection of Senator 
Higgins, a good man, who has made an ex- 
cellent record. He is the first Republican 
Delaware ever sent to the Senate, He has 
done nothing to make his State ashamed of 
him. On the contrary, his course has been 
such that it should be desirous to retain his 
services. But prior to the election a man by 
the name of Addicks, who has madea great 
deal of money by manipulating gas compa- 
nies in Boston and elsewhere, announced that 
in the event of Republican success he meant 
to be the Senatorial candidate and intended 
to be elected. Although he moved into the 
State only recently, ‘has never been in public 
life, and has no. qualifications whatever, he 
bas managed to secure the votes of about a 
third of the Republican members. 

This is the kind of thing which has given 
birth to the demand for a constitutional 
amendment which will take the power of 
electing Senators from the latures and 
give it to the people, It has been charged 
that Legislatures have deteriorated so much 
that a ‘‘check-book candidate” can march 
into a Legislature and secure a seat which he 
never.could have obtained at the hands of the 
people. When a man who is known to the 
publie only as a shrewd operator in gas stocks 
aud the defendant in a divorce suit can get in 
some mysterious way as many votes as Ad- 
dicks has, the feeling that there ought to bea 
change in the method of eleetmg Senators is 
intensified, 

This Delaware deadlock is disgraceful. But 
in 1 better that it should continue indefinite. 


ly than that the State should incur the deeper | 


disgrace of throwing overboard a competent 


man whose record is clean and sending in- 
stead of him a man whose only recomm enda- 
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put it into lands or stock. They are listed and 
taxed, The State has got out of that $2,000 
all it ought to in the way of taxes, But it is 
demanded that it be listed again and a tax 
paid ou it by the man who holds simply a 
promise of repayment. That would be un- 
equal and not equal taxation. 

A Chicago wholesale merchant is in the 
habit of selling goods to country merchants 


on credit. The Assessor comes around in the 


spring. He finds those goods in the village 
store and he lists them and taxes are paid on 
them. There are men who are not satisfied 
with this single tax on these goods. They 
want the wholesale merchant, who has aot 
the goods in his possession, to pay a tax on 
them also, This would swell the Chicago 
valuations greatly, but it would not be just, 
for it would amount to levying two taxes. on 
the samé article. 

Attempts will be made at this or at subse- 
quent sessions of the General Assembly to 
pass the kind of law the correspondent wants. 
It is favored by men who believe in public 
extravagance and excessive taxation. It is 
favored also by men who think it would re- 
lieve the borrowers and who are unable to 
see that it would be to their injury. 

Long-continued efforts bave been made in 
different States either to collect double taxes 
on money incorporated in lands, improve- 
ments of lands, or other tangibie things, or to 
divide the tax between the man who had the 
land for which or about which the money had 
been expended and the man who held the 
note for the monoy. But all those efforts 
have been fruitless or have worked to the in- 
jury of the borrower. It has been found that 
no matter how the State goes to work, the 
burden of taxation falls on the man who has 
the tangible property and not on the note or 
m ortgage-holder, 

They have tried in California to divide the 
taxes between borrower and lender. As a 
consequence when a loan is made the latter 
charges higher interest, or deducts enough 
from the head of the note to cover the taxes 
he may be called on to pay during the life of 
the loan. In order to be on the safe side and 
guard against a sudden advance in taxes he 
generally deducts a little too much. 

Wherever an attempt has been made to taz 
property twice it has been a failure, as it 
ought to be, for 1t would be grossly inequita- 
ble, as well as oppfessive to borrowers. 
Therefore Taz Tao will advocate no such 
legislation and will try in the future as in the 
past to defeat it.

Views ef Prof. A. C. Miller on the Cloudy 
Financial Situation. 

Prof. A. C. Miller, Professor of Finance in 
the University of Chicago, expressed his 
opinions yesterday on the financial situation. 
He regards the delay of Congress zin retiring 
our legal tender currency as dangerous to the 
continuance of the gold standard in this 
country and as altogether favorable to the 
silver men. He also regards the currency 
problem as a mask over the features of the 
operative evil, a deficiency in our Federal 
revenues, The constant redemption and re- 
issue of greenbacks Prof. Miiler believes to 
be nothing less than the falee solvency of an 
old debt by the creation ofa newone. Prot. 
Miller suggests the issue by the government 
ot bonds redeemable in gold and payable in 
ten years, These bonds. he believes, could 
be floated at 8 per cent and would allow the 
Federal revenues and public credit upon 
which they are largely dependent time to re- 
cuperate. Prot. Milier said; 

** The source of the present difficulty is two- 
fold and arises rticularly from want of 
confidence, whieh la turn results in a drain 
of gold from the Treasury. The creditors of 
the country are shaken in their confidence as 
the faith and ability and the intention of the 


government to maintain a single gold stand- 


ard, 

The problem is what to do with this mass 
of legal tender currency. It is really nothi 
more nar jess than a form of public indeb 
ness, when presented at the Treasury for 
redemption is required by law to be reissued, 
The question what to do with it has never 
been fairly met. It was originally intended 
to serve as an emergency currency, but un- 
fortunately was retained as part of our cur- 
rency.’ 


Trouble from Decreasing Revenues. 
After reviewing the crisis of 1873 and the 


— anton of political and economic forces | 


which prevented the logical ejectment of legal 
tender currency from the national system, 
Prof Miller continued; 80 long as rev- 
enues of the government were abundant and 
the demand for American breadstuffs re- 
mained brisk no difficulty was expesisnons in 
carrying this particular form of debt, and as 
long as the credit of the government was high 
and unimpaired there was no disposition on 
the part of holders of greenhacks to present 
them at the Treasury for redemption, and it 
is rather a noteworthy fact that few of these 
notes were presented as long as the credit of 
the govertiment remained high. The real et- 
fect of these legal tender notes then, although 
de facto obligations of the government, was 
to serve as a constituent part of the national 
currency, and it was not until our credit fell 
and revenues diminished that their ree! char- 
acter became apparent, 

At the present time we have reached a 
position where the credit of the government, 
partly because of the threatened shifting in 
our standard from gold to silver and partly 
because of our deficient revenues, has 
been lowered in the estimation of for- 
eign investors. The result is that there 
has been -upwards of one and a half 
years a steady drain of gold which has shown 
itself in the heavy demand upon the United 
States Treasury for gold for exportation. If 
the legal tender notes which are steadily be- 
ing présented for redemption at the Treasury 
could be canceled and retired when re- 
deemed, then we should soon see what the 
true source of our difficulty ie—namely: the 
deficiency in our revenues, But since the Sec- 
retary is obliged to reissue these notes the real 
source of our difficulty is partially concealed, 
and our heavy borrowings appear to be due to 
the constant pressure for gold and issue of 
bonds, whoreas in fact the efficient cause 
lies in the inadequacy of our revenue. 

To Burrow on Time Obligations. 

“Our true policy, I take it, should be to 
borrow on time obligations, since immediate 
resources are not equal to immediate obliga- 
tions. The government is in the position of 
an embarrassed debtor with no resources to 
pay its obligations except the creation of a 
new debt. situation shows the true finan- 
cial character of our legal tender notes. Our 
Urst step must bein the direction of regain- 
ing national credit and the retirement of our 
legal tender circulation. As far as the 8500. 
000,000 loan recommended by President 
Cleveland contemplates this, it is a measure 
that ought to meet with the hearty support of 
every honest business-man. 

0 dilatory conduct of Congress, as time 
advances, makes the threatened falling away 
of our standard more perilous and more im- 
minent. The maintenance of a gold standard 
at the t time depends upon our con- 
stant ability to redeem greenbaeks in gold. 
This, accompanied by our decreasing reve- 
nues, intensrfies the creditor demand for gold. 
and of course the present embarrassment of 
the Treasury renders it extremely difficult to 
obtain gold.

HEAVY IMPORTS OF COTTON FABRICS, 


Increased Duties Result Strangely in an 
Augmentation of Trade. 

Wasurncron, D. C., Feb. 3.—The peculiar 
effect of the tariff—an enormous increase in 
importations accompanymmg an increase of 
duty on the article -imported—is cited by 
United States Consul Meeker at Bradford, 
England, in a report to the Department of 
State.

LABOR ARBITRATION BILL EXTOLLED, 


Wright and the Union Element Think 
Favorably of the Scheme. 
Wasnmorox, D. C., Feb. 3.—The amended 
labor arbitration bill agreed on by the House 
Committee on Labor, after conference with 
representatives of the organizations of 
Locomotive Engineers, Trainmen, Fire- 
men, and  Oonductors, has been ro- 
ported to the House by Mr. Erdman 
of Pennsylvania.
